She was hired 
that night by the owners of the 
club where she stayed for the 
next five years doing what she 
loved, singing country music. 

She went to Nashville and 


recorded her first record “Blury 
Eyes ©’ Wine” at Bradleys 
Barn for the “K” ARK label. 
This record called for personal 
appearances from her many 
new fans so Jenny found herself 
on WLW-TV’s Midwestern 
Hayride as a guest, and WXIX- 
TV with Barbara Mandrell and 
Bob Luman. She has appeared 
on the stage with opry stars 
Jack Greene, Jeannie Sealey 
and Ernest Tubb to name only 
a few. 

Jenny is now singing in a big 
night club near Cincinnati 
called the Apple where she is 
featured with one of the finest 
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DISC JOCKEY, 
ANNOUNCER OR 
NEWSCASTER.

Three years ago, went to 
Nashville and cut some 
background work on a record 
that was but by another local 
artist. 


My favorite past time is 
meeting once a week at Ginny‘s 
home with Evelyn where we 
just pick the guitar & sang till 
the dogs start howling, then we 
know it’s time to quit!

If you want an above-par 
performance in song the man to 
hear is DON CHERRY. 

DON CHERRY is a talented 
pro in both fields. He explains 
his sports-arts versatility with 
a touch of levity; “I say singing 
is my hobby and golf is my 
living. But I have to work har- 
der at my hobby to keep up my 
living.”’ 

Seriously, Cherry’s status as 
a recording artist is (and has 
been) comparable to his 
eminence on the golf course. He 
ranks equally high as an enter- 
taining vocalist as he does as a 
low-scoring play-for-pay 
linksman. 

A native of Wichita Falls, 
Texas, where he attended Mid- 
western College, the personalbe 
blonde, hazel-eyed, 5 ft. 11 in. 
170 pound, baritone now leads 
an almost nomadic existence as 
a result of his dual profession. 

“T don’t call anywhere home 
now,’’ he explains, I live every- 
where; in the air, in autos 
traveling down highways, on 
nightcluf floors, in television, 
radio and recording studios... 
and on golf courses. Oh yes, I 
sleep in motels and hotels from 
coast-to-coast.’’ And he isn’t 
kidding. 

Cherry’s schedule includes 
competing in major PGA spon- 
sored tournaments throughout 
the USA, and singing at the 
swank niteries of New York, 
Los ,Angeles, Chicago, Las 
Vegas, Houston, Miami, Dallas, 
Atlanta, etc. 

He has guested on the top 
network. [Vers 74, hd 
Sullivan, Johnny Carson, Jack 
Parr, Steve Allen, and was on 
the Arthur Godfrey programs 
for several years. He sang the 
famous “Mr. Clean — Mr. 
Clean’? commercial which was 
heard on radio and TV stations 
for eight years. “It was the 
biggest and cleanest thing that 
ever happened to me,’’ he says. 

Singer CHERRY is probably 
best remembered for his best- 
selling “BAND OF GOLD’’ 
“THINKING —|OF YOU, 
“VANITY’’, 
“CHANGEABLE’’, and other 
disks of other years. 

Golf-wise CHERRY won the 
Canadian Amateur in 1953, 
and was a member of the U.S. 
Walker Cup team in 1953, 1955 
and 1961, which defeated the 
British in each match. He 
finished third in the U.S. Open 
at Denver in 1960. Cherry tur- 
ned pro in 1963 and since that 
time has been a purse-winner 
on the PGA circuit. 

Prior to his Monument af- 
filiation, CHERRY was with 
two major labels (Decca and 
Columbia). “I actually started 
out as a country music singer, 
recording Ernest Tubb type 


“tunes’’ he advises. Don got his 


start in a Dallas nightclub 
(now long gone) working for 
$35 weekly. “I sold sporting 
goods by day and sang by night. 
It was my first moonlighting’’ 
he recalls. 

Later, after chucking the 
sales job, he traveled around 
the country playing small clubs 
and for a period was on WSM’s 
“Sunday Down South’’ weekly 
radio program. 

Steve Poncio of Houston (his 
manager for recordings) recom- 
mended him to Monument’s 
president, Fred Foster, and 
CHERRY is now shooting and 
singing for hits with the Nash- 
ville Sound.

hard working, that’s how they 
got BIG! Send your songs on a 
home tape recording (one in- 
strument and voice, guitar, 
piano etc.), seven and one half 
speed, along with a typed set of 
lyrics. This is so the publisher 
can study your words while he 
listens to your tape. If you’re 
sure your dealing with an 
honest publisher, DO NOT 
copyright your songs. There’s 
so much red tape to transfer- 
ring a copyright, unless you 
have a possible Smash, most 
publishers don’t feel it’s worth 
fooling with. They will pay all 
costs of copyrighting, Demos, 
etc. Don’t send just words. I 
don’t know of any publishers 
that furnish co-writers. Just 
words are not songs, and pub- 
lishers are not looking for 
poems. It’s best to get with 
someone in your area that plays 
an instrument, and finish your 
efforts. Don’t send your songs 
to Stars, some may have their 
own publishing companies, but 
most will return your efforts. 
Don Gibson’s wearing a set 
of cuff links these days that 
were given to him by President 
Nixon. I don’t know how big a 
Country Fan the President is, 
but evidently he digs Don Gib- 
son, who of course, has become 
a Legend in Country Music...

This is my first column for this weekly publication as the Octo- 
ber 5th issue was the first one of this publication that I’ve read. 
And my belief is that this is a fine magazine because it features re- 
gional and local ‘country’ entertainers as well as the established 
nationally known artists. 

Our station, WPFB, is probably the “Black Sheep’’ of the radio 
stations listed here in “This Week----- ”” as we are not a full-time 
country music station. However, the country music, when it’s on 
the air, packs a powerful wallop, ratings-wise. Well-known and re- 
spected Dee-Jay, Paul (Moon) Mullins has more listeners than any 
of the other stations, Dayton and Cincinnati, included. This is 
taken from a report by a professional ratings company. 

As most of Moon’s listeners know, on his programs you can hear 
records that you don’t get a chance to hear on most of today’s 
“Modern Country’’ stations — a lot of the older records, and 
plenty of Bluegrass music. Most stations play the current top 40 
country (billboard) over and over. 

I should point out that I’m not a Dee-Jay, but have always 
loved country music, and one of my few talents is writing, so de- 
cided to give this column a try. Here at WPFB, my position is a 
“Combo’’ — combination engineer-announcer and I work the 3rd 
shift (Ugh!!!) 12 midnight to 8 a.m. However, I do have an hour 
country music program each Saturday morning from six to seven 
a.m. — who in the world is up at that hour?? Here’s an invitation 
to tune in Saturday mornings as well as Moon’s week-day program 
5:30 to 7 a.m. and his afternoon program is 3 to 5:30 p.m. — he’s 
probably one of the few people who gets up twice a day to go to 
work! 

Moon doesn’t have a survey, pick hit of the week, etc. — his most 
requested tune — by a landslide — is NOT a single, but a cut from 
an album — Tom T. Hall’s newest album, the Storyteller — and 
the song is “The Rollin’ Mills of Middletown’’ — though the 
storyline in the song is presumably fiction, the main character is a 
guy who came from Kentucky and got a job at the steel mill in 
Middletown. I like this one and another tune on the Storyteller 
album I’m absolutely crazy about is ‘Old Dogs, Children, and 


Watermelon Wine’’. You Dee-Jays, if you get a chance, take a> 


listen to these tunes from the album. 

Some other often-requested records here are: Mel Street’s 
Borrowed Angel — Funny Face by Donna Fargo, Mel Tillis’ I 
Aint’ Never and Sweet Baby James, by a group called The Seldom 
Scene. Before closing, I enjoyed Leo Leriches’ column in the 
Oct. 5th issue. I think publisher Arvey Webster has a real good 
country music magazine and best of luck to all concerned.

The Harmony Company pro- 
duced the world’s largest play- 
able Guitar. It stands 106 in- 
ches high or two and one-half 
times larger than a regular size 
guitar. They used 600 man 
hours, 11 coats of finish, 80 
pounds of spruce, rosewood and 
mahogany to make it. The 
guitar has a volume of 16,000 
cubic inches as opposed to the 
standard guitar which nor- 
mally is about 1,024 cubic in- 
ches. The Harmony people 
spent two days hand rubbing 
this guitar which is authenti- 
cally reproduced to scale in 
every detail. This guitar is on a 
music convention circuit and 
receiving considerable atten- 
tion. While actually not for sale 
a Harmony representative im- 
plied it would have to bring 
around $15,000 dollars.

Miss Norma Jean 


“Pretty Miss Norma Jean’’ is 
the phrase most often used to 
describe this outstanding young 
RCA Records artist, and it cer- 
tainly is an accurate one. 

Norma Jean’s commitment 
came when she was thirteen. 
That was when she traded in 
her bicycle on a guitar—and 
decided to become a country 
music performer. It was a long- 
er road than she expected at the 
time, but today, the farm girl 
from Wellston, Oklahoma—and 
later Oklahoma City—is one of 
the nation’s top female C&W 
stars. 

She began her professional 
career in her early teens with 
her own 15-minute, three-times- 
weekly show on KLPR Radio 
in Oklahoma City. It didn’t 
take long for other country ar- 
tists to begin noticing her and 
proclaiming her as a star of the 
future. 

In 1958 she joined the late 
Red Foley on the immensely 
popular “Ozark Jubilee’’ tele- 
vision show. A couple of years 
later Norma realized that 
Nashville was where it was all 
happening, made the move 
there, and soon joined the 
ranks of the Grand Ole Opry. 

In Music City, ISA, word gets 
around pretty quickly when a 
new star comes on the scene. 
Porter Wagoner heard about 
Norma and after hearing her 
sing asked her to join his syndi- 
cated television show. Her suc- 
cess was instantaneous. It was 
Porter who brought her to RCA 
Records in 1963. 

Norma has racked up quite a 
few Top 10 records for RCA 
and there’s no sign of her slow- 
ing down. Nobody questions the 
fact that she’s pretty, but once 
she starts to sing, it’s the 
million dollar personality that 
starts to emerge.

Those were the clsoing words of the phone call this 
morning with Bill Gaither of The Bill Gaither Trio. Aside from 
the fact the Gaiters (Bill, Gloria and brother Dan) are talent plus 
... they are, in our opinion one of the most devoted groups in’ 
Gospel music today. All of this ‘is in preparation to tell you about 
the best live Gospel album I have had the privilege of listening to. 
“The Bill Gaither Trio Live’’ album was recorded in four 
locations but for all practical purposes in Warren, Ohio at the 
Packard Music Hall and in Winchester, Indiana. To say this 
album is a hit is modest. From the first time it was played on the 
air here at WZIP the phones have not stopped ringing. There is 
something for everyone in the two record album, Theresa Cut for 
the youngsters, which will nudge the memories of your Sunday 
School days, “Jesus Loves Me.’’ And listen to the warmth in 
Gloria’s voice as she describes what happens when Jesus passes 
by. If you’re a Gospel music fan, it’s an album you must add to 
your collection, The National Quartet Convention was held in 
Nashville, Oct. 3-8 with old attendance records shattered. The 
Dove Awards presentation was held in the War Memorial 
Auditorium, Friday, Oct. 6. The Oak Ridge Boys took home the 
award for the best male Gospel group. The best mixed group was 
won by The Speer Family. London Paris and the Apostles took the 
most promising group award, song of the year was The Lighthouse, 
written by Ron Hinson. The Oaks scored a second time for the 
album of the year, “Light.’’ Male vocalist, James Blackwood, best 
female vocalist, Sue Chenault of the Singing Speers. The Gospel 
Singing Jubilee Program won the best TV production of the year. 
Song writer of the year was once again won by Bill Gaither. The 
Quartet Convention was extended one day this year from five to 
six days, and has every indication that it will continue to grow.

LISTEN TO PLAYBACK ON A D. J. PRODUCTION. 


D. J. PRODUCTIONS 


Ever since Jack Clements 
produced Charlie Pride and 
placed the Master with RCA, 
countless Independent Produc- 
tion Companies have sprung up 


‘in Nashville, and most have 


done well. Recci Mareno 
produces Tommy Overstreet 
and Peggy Little for Dot, Pete 
Drake produces The Kendall’s 
and several other acts, as does 
George Richy and Danney 
Davis, just to name a few. 
When a new artist is recorded 
independently its called a 
“speculation session’’ for the 
Master tape of four songs 
costing from $1,500 to $3,000 
may or may not be placed with 
a label. With that kind of 
money envolved it becomes a 
risky business at best. 

One of the more recent 
Production Companies was for- 
med in December of last year 
by Doyle Wilburn and Jimmie 
Helms. I recently visited with 
Doyle and Jimmie and 
discussed their DJ Production 
Company with them. 

“Doyle, who had the idea to 
start DJ Productions?’’ 

“John and I had wanted to 
start a lroduction company for 
some time. Its become so hard 
to get a new artist started in 
this business, most labels have 
all the artists they feel like they 
can handle. It takes a lot of 
time to choose the right songs 
and record an artist several 
times_a year. Independent 
producing is the answer. With 
sO many new Stars coming 
along last year I felt it was 
high time to get started. I ask 
Jimmie what he thought, he 
agreed, and DJ Productions got 
into the business of producing 
Master sessions.’ 

“Jimmie, what are some of 
the artists you and Doyle have 
produced?’’ 


“We produced Sonny Wright 
“Swim The Mississippi’’ and 
“99 Years’’, and Carl Phillips 
“Bread For Baby’’ and 
“Mem’ries For A Dime’’ for 
Parthenon records. Then we 
produced Hank Beach 
“America No.i’’ for Tramuel 
Music out of Detroit. We have 
also done sessions on Debbie 
Kay from Houston, Jerry Met- 
calf, Jerry Naill and Fran 
Bowen.”’ 

“Doyle just how hard is it to 
find songs and record an ar- 
tist?’’ 

“Well John in the first place 
a Top songwriter isn’t going to 
give you a Hit song for a new 
artist, and why should he if he 
can get Conway Twitty to 
record the same song. We have 
spent six months finding four 
songs that we feel are Hits that 
fit the artist were’re con- 
sidering.’’ Jimmie spoke up “I 
think our whole salvation has 
been having excess to The 
Wilburn Brothers Sure Fire 
Music Company. They have one 
of the best catalog’s in Nash- 
ville, and not every Production 
company has that advantage.’' 

“What are the latest hap- 
penings for DJ Productions 
Doyle?’’ — 

“Well we just place Sonny 
Wright with a fine new Nash- 
ville label Cutless Records. His 
first single is “Gettin’ Ready 
To Die’’ and “Here Comes A 
Million Memories’’. We’re 
producing an album on Sonny 
for the label right now.’’ 

Jimmie grinned “We also just 
placed a great giri singer from 
Ohio that I think is going to be 
a number one artist. Her name 
is Fran Bowen ... and she’s 
terrific!!’’ 

“Doyle what made you and 
Jimmie decide to start your 
own reco rd compa ny, 


Americountry?’’. 

“Well we found ourselves 
recording so many fine artists 
we felt some of them needed to 
be heard immediately. Jerry 
Metcalf with a song called 
“Holding’’ and Jerry Naill 
with “The Only Honky Tonk’’ 
are both doing real well for 
us. 

“Jimmie, just who does what 
at DJ Productions recording 
session?’’. 

“I think Doyle and I are a 
good team, we seem to think 


very much alike. I would say 


Doyle works best out in the 
studio with the musicians 
keeping the session going at a 
good pace. He has a real feel 
for timing and harmony. I stay 
in the control room and try to 
control the over all picture. We 
always use the best picker’s 
like Hal Rugg, Jimmy Capps, 
Pig Hargus, Billy Linnemen, 
they make our job a lot easier.’’ 

“Who is your favorite 
producers?’’ 

Jimmie smiled ‘‘Without a 
doubt Owen Bradley and 
Teddy Wilburn’’. Doyle said 
“Tl buy that.’’ “Doyle, earlier 
Jimmie seemed a =. little 
pessimistic about an artist 
spending money for a 
speculation session, what are 
your feelings?’’ 

“Well I wouldn’t advise 
anyone that realiy didn’t have 
the talent to jump and record a 
master session. I think they 
should seek the 
someone who really knows 
what will compete in this 
business.

Born in Ramsey, Fayette 
County, Illinois on August 23, 
some years ago, Tex attended 
Prairie Mound country school. 
He then went to high school in 
Bingham, Illinois, all the while 
playing in a small band. 

When he was 13, Tex 
Williams had his own radio 
show. It ran 30 minutes once 
each week over WJBL in 
Decatur, Illinois. He sang and 
had a one-man-band. He spent 
the following year doing shows 
at WDZ in Tuscola, and was 
then bitten by the go-west- 
young-man-bug. In Washington 
state he joined a six piece band, 
“The Reno Racketeers.”’ 

After two years Tex headed 
for Hollywood where he first 
made a motion picture with Tex 
Ritter entitled “Rollin’ Home 
To Texas.’’ He made many 


‘ movies after that with such per- 


sonalities as Charles Starrett, 
Buster Crabbe and Judy 
Canova. 

Tex Williams formed his 
famed 12 piece band, ‘The 
Western Caravan’’ in 1946. The 
same year he signed a recording 
contract with Capitol Records. 
His first releases were very suc- 
cessful — “Rose In My Soul’’ 
— “Leaf Of Love’’ — “Califor- 
nia Polka’ — “Texas In My 
Soul’. His third release be- 
came the first record for Capi- 
tol to sell well over a million 
copies. It was his ‘‘Smoke, 
Smoke, Smoke’’ playing such 
places as the Aragon Ballroom 
in Chicago (this was the first 
western band to play there), the 
Orpheum Theatre in Omaha

“THE FIRST LADY OF 
COUNTRY MUSIC’’. She was 
so thrilled over it that she sent 
it to Norma Bartel, President of 
ERNEST TUBB’S Fan Club, 
and asked them to publish it in 
the magazine — and Carrie’s 
desire was granted. It was 
released in the magazine just 
prior to her death. 

BENNIB’S father, Albert 
Festo (Cap) Hess, who was born 
in Tennessee, was a close 
neighbor to JIMMIE 
RODGERS’ folks. They grew 
up together and BENNIE 
recalls vividly memories his 
dad often told him about how 
little JIMMIE, as a lad, would 
pull his little wagon down 
across the railroad tracks to the 
gin and haul the wasted cotton- 
seets back to feed their stock — 
and how little barefooted JIM- 
MIE loved his guitar anl 
would play and sing for ti; ; 
down in the streets of New 
Orleans in the gutters with 
water running over his little 
feet. 

BENNIE’S father moved to 
Texas and later he and his 
buddy, JIMMIE RODGERS, 
were reunited when Mr. Hess 
helped JIMMIE get a brake- 
man’s job on the T & N O lines. 
As far back as the Hess history 
can be traced, they were rail- 
roaders and a train whistle was 
‘sweet music’ to their ears. 

BENNIE HESS was born in 
a little town named Chriesman, 
Texas. BENNIE says it’s such 
a small town if you bat your 
eyes when you go thru it — 
you'll miss the whole town!”’ 
And the rest is BENNIE’S own 
story: 

“We lived near the bend of 
the switchyard. My dad was 
older than JIMMIE 
RODGERS and when dad left 
his brakesman’s job JIMMIE 
stayed on. About every other 
day he’d throw the switch in 
breaking up the train and I can 
remember so well he would 
always run over to our house 
and pick a cape jasmine and 
place it in his overall jacket 
and pitch a fifty cent piece over 
on our porch. Then he’d place 
the cape jasmine in his overall 
jacket (that was his favorite 
flowery. Later JIMMIE boar- 
ded at our house — one of the 
ole country type homes,’’ Ben- 
nie recalled. 

“I was just a little fella 
then,’’ BENNIE continued, 
“Mother and dad always slept 
in the fireplace room and I 
slept with JIMMIE. I was 
about four or five years old, but 
I remember it so well and how 
lonesome I’d be when he wasn’t 
there some nights ‘cause when 
he was there he’d sit around 
playing the guitar and singing 
‘til ‘midnight. I’d crawl up on 
his lap and try to sing with him. 


I thought he was the greatest 
person on earth. My folks knew 
how much I loved him and 
they’d let me sleep most of the 
day so I could stay up with him 
at night. I watched him closely 
and he started teaching me to 
play the guitar. Anytime JIM- 
MIE was close by for a show 
he’d come by and take me to 
the theatre where he was going 
to sing. I remember several of 
the places so well — one was 
Temple, Texas (about -sixty 
miles from our home). I'll 
never forget what happened 
that “night after he finished 
singing at the theatre. We went 
to the Kyle Hotel and he tucked 
me in bed — but he stayed up 
awhile and, propping his feet 
on the window, he took his 
guitar and sang “MY OLE 
PAL’’. People just seemed to go 
crazy — they jumped out of 
their cars while they were still 
running and the entire town 
square was a mass of wrecked 
cars — some people even got 
ran over and hurt — most of 
the cars were Model T’s and a 
few Model A’s and Overland 
90’s. I’ve never been so scared. 
The police came up to our room 
and I just knew they would 
take JIMMIE to jail. But in- 
stead they just told him he’d 
have to quiten down. 

I went with him to Hearne, 
El Campo then Victoria, where 
some rich looking women in 
long, shiny black car tried to 
get JIMMIE to go for a ride. 
We were standing in the door of 
the back part’ of the courthouse 
to get out of the rain when they 
came up there and stopped and 
begin talking to JIMMIE. But 
he told them he couldn’t go for 
he couldn’t leave me. JIMMIE 
was supposed to sing at the 
theatre in Cameron, Texas but 
he didn’t. And when we started 
to get back on the train some 
fella asked him if he wasn’t 
going to sing and JIMMIE 
replied, ‘Why, hell, there ain’t 
enough money in this town for 
me to sing!’ 

I was only ten or eleven when 
JIMMIE married Carrie and 
left our home for the last time. 
It really broke my heart! And 
through the years of being 
around JIMMIE naturally I 
picked up some ideas and lear- 
ned his likes in songs. I wrote 
the lyrics to some songs in- 
cluding “TRAIN WHISTLE 
BLUES”’ and “LONESOME, 
TOO’’ for JIMMIE. Back in 
those days nobody knew what 
copyrights or royalties were 
and besides, my dad just gave 
them to JIMMIE and I was 
proud just to know he would 
sing my songs. Later I wrote 
“TENNESSEE MAMA 
BLUES”’ and “I LOVE YOU 
YET” and gave them to him 
when he came by on his way to

Kerrville to his YODELER’S 
PARADISE home. At that time 
he was very ill, having just 
finished a two weeks engage- 
ment at the Majestic Theatre in 
Houston, Texas. JIMMIE knew 
his time wasn’t long and he was 
determined togo back to New 
York and record again to leave 
some security for his beloved 


Carrie. He did learn the tune ~ 


and record my songs and Carrie 
gave me the masters on them 
and I still have the master 
which was never released and it 
is 46 years old. 

Twenty-three years after 
JIMMIE’S death I rounded up 
his full band and _ recorded 
“TRAVELIN’ BLUES’’ and 
have a copy of it at my office at 
820 — 18th Avenue South in 
Nashville (Showay Produc- 
tions, Inc.). I’ve recorded many 
of JIMMIE’S songs but the 
trade magazines never gave me 
credit for them — they'd list 
JIMMIE’S name on them 
every time! I could talk for 
days about my years with JIM- 
MIE RODGERS and never get 
tired. Someday I’d like to share 
wih the world my memories of 
JIMMIE RODGERS, and I 
plan to do just that in a novel 
when I can find time to write it. 

JIMMIE is my idol and I’m 
glad to have had the pleasure 
ce’ knowing him,’’ he nodded

BENNIE HESS has spent his 
life thus far in the music 
business, having made the first 
phonograph record in Texas in 
1939 — made his first stamper 
in a crock. He’s written several 
hundred songs and other than 
the recordings he’d done him- 
self, he has had 152 of his songs 
recorded. BENNIE was on 
Mercury label several years 
and had two of the top hits at 
one time listed in the Billboard, 
and was one of the top stars at 
the Louisiana Hayride. For 
years BENNIE had one of the 


‘ biggest and best bands around, 


THE NATION’S PLAYBOYS. 
One time he needed a good lead 
guitar player and was told 
there was one near Nederland, 
Texas — and that’s where he 
found the well known en- 
tertainer, GEORGE JONES, 
who played in his band quite 
awhile. It was during that time 
that GEORGE first started 
singing to crowds. 

Surrounded by his world of 
memories and walls filled with 
pictures and articles of his 
seven year old son, TROY 
HESS (who became ‘The 
World’s Youngest Recording 
Star’ at the age of only three), 
BENNIE HESS spends his 
time searching for good talent 
for Show-Land Records, and 
outstanding material for his 
two publishing firms, Grand- 
wealth Music Company (BMI) 
and Showay Music Company, 
Inc. (SSCAP). 

BENNIE HESS moved to 
Nashville three years ago and 
has, in-that short time, become 
one of the most well known and 
most respected producers in the 
country music industry. Busy as 
his schedule is, somehow BEN- 
NIE always finds time to spend 


a few minutes with that new: 


songwriter or new artist who is 
attracted to the orange wagon- 
wheel sign that stands outside 
at Showay Productions, Inc. at 
820 — 18th Avenue South in 
Nashville.

HANK WILLIAMS, JR. is 
— one of the greatest young coun- 
try music entertainers of our 
time. HANK, JR. and his band, 
THE CHEATIN’ HEARTS, 
which features LAMAR 
MORRIS, travel in his bus, 
making more than 200 personal 
appearances annually, includ- 
ing Europe. HANK, JR. is so 
much in demand that he is 
booked many consecutive days 
on many of the dates. His show 
consists of something for every- 
body — ballads, comedy and 
spiritual songs. 

The six foot-one HANK, JR. 
sometimes appears shy upon 
first meeting someone. But 
when he walks across the stage 
in his handsome western attire, 
he really “comes alive’. He 
plays the guitar, fiddle, piano, 
base — just about any musical 
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instrument you can name, he 
plays. His show is exciting from 
the moment he walks on stage 
until he says goodnight. His 
show is a clean family-type 
show. HANK, JR. is the type of 
entertainer any mother would 
feel proud for her own son to 
pattern his life after. 

HANK, JR. considers himself 
very lucky to have been the son 
of the great and late HANK 
WILLIAMS, SR. HANK, JR’S. 
first MGM recording “STAND- 
ING IN THE SHADOW” was 
penned by him about his father 
and it was a national hit! How- 
ever, HANK, JR. does not try 
to ‘ride’ on his daddy’s name. 
It’s quite true that all the mil- 
lions who loved the voice of 
HANK WILLIAMS, SR. can- 
not help but hear something of 
the great singer in the voice of 
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his son, HANK, JR., and they 
are his fans also. But HANK 
also has thousands of fans who 
did not know HANK, SR. and 
some who were too young to re- 
member how popular the late 
HANK WILLIAMS, SR. really 
was! HANK, JR. himself was 
too small to really remember 
his famous daddy, having been 
only four years old when 
HANK, SR. left this world. 

HANK WILLIAMS, JR. was 
born in Shreveport, Louisiana 
on May 26, 1949 and was only 
three months old when the fam- 
ily moved to Nashville. 

As he grew up, his father was 
an inspiration to him through 
his recordings, his songs and 
the countless stories about his 
all-too-brief career. 

By the time he was 14 HANK 
JR. was a polished performer 
who had already appeared on 
The Grand Ole Opry. For six 
years his mother, Audrey, 
helped him break in gradually, 
beginning with appearances on 
her famous “Musical Caravan 
of Stars’’. 

He could already play an as- 
tonishing variety of musical in- 
struments including piano, har- 
monica, drums, banjo, bass and 
just about any kind of guitar or 
other stringed instrument. But 
even as he developed poise in 
the stage spotlight, his school 
work always came first. He got 
small doses of show business 
during vacations and holidays 
and at first he received only 
featured billing. Star status 
came as he earned it through 
dedication and hard work. 

HANK, JR. expresses himself 
more and more in his own songs 
— the way he feels and sees life 
— just as HANK, SR. did. 
HANK, JR. played on the same 
stage with the unforgettable 
RED FOLEY the night that 
great gentleman gave his last 
performance. The next morning 
FOLEY was dead of a heart at- 
tack. Saddened, HANK, JR. 
put his feelings into music and 
the result was a song that he 
wrote and recorded, “I WAS 


WITH RED FOLEY (The 
Night He Passed Away). That 
was appropriate. Undoubtedly 
HANK, JR. remembered that it 
was RED FOLEY who sang 
“PEACE IN THE VALLEY’’,

with tears streaming down his 
face at the funeral of HANK 
WILLIAMS, SR. 

It was unthinkable that any- 
one but HANK, JR. should do 
the voice of HANK WIL- 
LIAMS, SR. for the movie 
“YOUR CHEATIN’ HEART’’. 
His voice on the soundtrack of 
the MGM film helped actor 
GEORGE HAMILTON bring 
HANK, SR. to life again for 
millions of fans. HANK, JR. re- 
ceived a gold record for this. 

HANK, JR. also starred in 
MGM’s movie, “A TIME TO 
SING’’, along with the lovely 
SHELLEY FABRES. Working 
with her and the great ED 
BEGLEY and other outstand- 
ing actors and actresses was a 
rewarding and educational ex- 
perience for HANK, JR. and 
the soundtrack provided him 
with another hit album. 

Some of the top TV network 
shows HANK, JR. has per- 
formed on include THE ED 
SULLIVAN SHOW, JOHNNY

When MEL TILLIS taped 
the syndicated MIKE 
DOUGLAS on September 27, 
ZSA ZSA GABOR was also on 
the same show. MEL was sup- 
posed to appear only a few 
minutes, however, MIKE 
DOUGLAS was so impressed 
with the lines ZSA ZSA was 
feeding MEL, and MEL’S stut- 
tering answers, that he kept 
MEL on camera during the en- 
tire show. After the show 
MIKE remarked to MEL that it _ 
was certainly refreshing to see 
such a well groomed and well 
mannered band (referring to 
MEL’S band, THE STATE- 
SIDERS). That was on Wed- 
nesday, and the following Mon- 
day morning MEL’S office 
received a request from MIKE 
DOUGLAS to add his name to 
the MEL TILLIS FAN CLUB! 
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Ray Pennington 


Ray Pennington can sing — 
rhythm and blues, country — it 
doesn’t matter. Ray’s versatil- 
ity and talented ability to han- 
dle any song have made for him 
a respected niche in Nashville, 
Music City, USA. 

A singer since childhood, Ray 
comes by his talent naturally 
enough. Born in Clay County, 
Kentucky, on a small, hillside 
farm, he grew up in a musical 
atmosphere. Ray’s father 
taught singing at one of the 
county’s churches, and he had 
Ray singing harmony almost 
before he could talk. 

At an early age, Ray and his 
folks moved to Cincinnati, 
Ohio, where Ray sang in every 
school program and play that 
he could. Not unlike other great 
music industry talents, Ray de- 
cided at the age of fifteen that 
he needed a guitar. A pretty 
shrewd businessman, he traded 
for a bicycle, and, in turn, 
traded the bicycle for a guitar. 

Two short years later, Ray, 
at age seventeen, organized his 
own ten-piece band, the “Mid- 
west Rhythm Boys.’’ The band 
shortly made a_ professional 
name for itself, and played 
dances and shows throughout 
Ohio, Indiana, and Kentucky. 

The band began its career in 
country music, but, during the 
period around 1957 country 
music found itself in a small 
decline in the area. So, to stay 
commercial and busy, the band 
changed its format and adopted 
rhythm and blues. And they 
were just as successful. Several 
years later, country again ar-

rived on the scene, and Ray 
Pennington and the ‘“Mid-west 
Rhythm Boys’’ returned to that 
musical genre. For Ray that 
was a happy change. He had, 
since his earliest musical days, 
enjoyed the love of the music of 
the land, “real music’’ as he 
called it. 

In 1959 Ray began another 
music industry career as a&r 
man for King Records*in Cin- 
cinnati. He also recorded for 
King, country songs as Ray 
Pennington and r&b selections 
as Ray Starr. 

Unable to stay away any 
longer; Ray journeyed to Nash- 
ville in 1964 where he signed as 
an exclusive sriter with Pamper 
Music. It was at Pamper that 
Ray begen carving out his 
career from his own ability and 
talent. During that first few 
months in Nashville, Ray had a 
hit song going for him, “Three 
Hearts In A Tangle.’’ The song, 
recorded by Roy Drusky and 
other country music artists, was 
on its way to becoming a stan- 
dard. 

Soon to follow were other 
Pennington penned numbers; 
“The First Step Down (Is The 
Longest),’’ ‘‘Happy Tracks,”’ 
and “Walking On New Grass.’’ 
From that point Ray obtained a 
Capitol Records contract and 
achieved success as a singer, 
now added to his successful en- 
deavors as writer and music in- 
dustry executive. He also 
delved into production work for 
Boone Records, and he has 
been a co-producer on the 
Kenny Price releases. 


A Real Musician 


During the year 1968, Ray’s 
career took another turn for the 
better, and he joined Mon- 
ument Record Corporation. To 
use a bit of musical jargon, at 
Monument Ray came into his 
“own thing, his musical bag.”’ 

His first release on the Monu- 
ment label, ‘‘Raining In My 
Heart,’’ received instant suc- 
cess and excellent nationwide 
airplay, promising a long line 
of Ray Pennington ‘hits on the 
Monument label. 

Fred Foster, Monument pres- 
ident, has one of the greatest 
track records in the business for 
picking hit makers. And his 
move to sign Ray Pennington 
further enhances that record of 
successes. 

Ray Pennington has been 
closely aligned with music since 
his childhood. He has gained 
tremendous success in every 
phase of the industry — writ- 
ing, producing, and singing. 
That first Monument release 
may have had rain in its heart 
on the record label, but it 
promised sunshine for the Ray 
Pennington career at Mon- 
ument,

Recording Artist 


TROY HESS is seven years 
old and has his seventh release 
“PLEASE DON’T GO TOP- 
LESS, MOTHER” b/w “YOU 
OUGHTA SEE PICKLES 
NOW’’ on the Show-Land 
label. TROY has been record- 
ing and performing more than 
half his life. He became the 
‘world’s youngest recording 
star’ at the age of only three 
when the Texas youngster re- 
corded, ‘I WANT DADDY 
FOR MY BIRTHDAY” b/w 
“PRECIOUS MEMORIES OF 
YOU, DADDY’’ on the Jan- 
alyn label. The record was 
aired first by Ralph Emery on 
his WSM Opry Star Spotlight 
all night radio show. Troy also 
appeared on Ralph’s afternoon 
WSM.-TYV show the next day be- 
cause Ralph was so impressed 
with the young star and asked 
him to remain over for his 
show. He also sang on Ernest 
Tubb’s Midnight Jamboree 
that weekend. 

TROY played his first en- 
gagement immediately upon re- 
turning to Texas. He enter- 
tained at a credit union ban- 
quet at the Ramada Inn in Col- 
lege Station, Texas for $25.00. 
He was so small he had to 
stand in a chair to play his lit- 
tle guitar and sing. From that 
day forward, it has been one 
engagement after the other — 
one recording session after the 
other. He has entertained at the 
G. Rolle White Coliseum at 
Texas A&M University, College 
Station, Texas; Plantation 
Ranch in Liberty, Texas where 
he entertained over 8,000 crip- 
pled children (one of his great- 
est thrills); KPRC-TV in Hous- 
ton; KTRE-TV in Lufkin, 
Texas; Variety Club, Bryan, 
Texas; Belle Meade Country 
Club in Nashville; Blue Grass 
Country Club in Henderson- 
ville; Community Center in 
Madison; World of Country 
Music in Water Valley, Missis- 
sippi, Piney Woods Christian 
Academy in Bellville, Georgia 
and numerous politician cam- 
paign rallies. 

TROY treasures an auto- 


graphed photo sent to him by 
Neil Armstrong, first astronaut 
to walk on the moon. TROY’s 
Christmas record titled 
“CHRISTMAS ON THE 
MOON’’ mentions Neil, and 
Troy sent Neil’s son, Mark, one 
of* the records. In turn, TROY 
received an autographed pic- 
ture from Neil, which has a spe- 
cial place in one of his many 
scrapbooks pertaining to his en- 
gagements and things of inter- 
est. 

TROY has a very brilliant 
mind, and has become the 
world’s youngest songwriter, 
having composed his seventh 
song, which he titled simply 
“MONEY TREE’’. He began 
composing the song when he 
was still living in Texas and 
visiting Nashville. Parked in 
front of the Music City News 
Building while his father was 
inside talking with Mr. Bob 
Woltering, the young star began 
talking about a money tree he’d 
seen in a Dallas, Texas bank. 
His mother had told him he 
couldn’t have the money tree — 
so he began singing about it. 
Quickly she jotted down the 
lines he was singing. Ironically, 
quite some time later little 
TROY recorded the song at the 
same place he composed it... 
the Music City News Building, 
in the National Sound Studios 
(which wasn’t a part of the 
building at the time he was 
composing the song). At the fan 
fair TROY had a huge Money 
Tree which drew attention from 
thousands of fans who attended 
the fan fair. Needless to say, it 
is among his very favorite songs 
of all those he has recorded! 

TROY HESS is a dynamic 
young entertainer who puts ac- 
tion into every word he sings, 
and he holds the children as 
well as the parents spellbound 
with his magnetism. Folks who 
see his shows will travel far to 
see him again and again! 

TROY is the youngest act 
booked through Buddy Lee At- 
tractions, Inc., and Showay 
Talent Agency, Inc. in Nash- 
ville.
